The Evidence. 


Friday aíterij£ on upon 
proceeding 
State* Attorney Brew ster took up the 
testimony of W m . Agnew, hotel keep­ 
er, in Crestón. 
W en ker was seen go­ 
ing out of his hotel on the day Tolsted 
was killed, toward the home of Fred­ 
erick Tolsted. He traces W en k er from 
Crestón to Tolsted'a in a roundabout 
Way and 
Do t the regular 
traveled 
route, to avoid meeting people; a sig 
»'Scant fact that W e n k e r was going 
out there for no good purpose. 
Trace» 
defendant going into the yard of Fred 
Tolsted between one and two o'clock in 
the afternoon of December 24 th and 
call« the ju ry ’s attention to the story of 
Thomas Egland, a man 
working for 
Tolsted, that he had been away to a 
Christmas tree and 
returned 
home 
about four in the afternoon and found 
the lifeless body in the hog yard. 
The evidence that W en k er took his 
revolver when he went to Tolsted’s 
" a» evidence enough that he went out 
there for the purpose o f k illin g him; 
defendant’s story that he expected to 
have trouble was strong evidence in 
support o f that theory and left the 
question with the jury. 
Drs. Blanchard and Van Voorhee8 
testified as to where the bullets were 
tas:en from Tolsted’s body. 
The course 
they took 
after entering his 
body 
proved that only one shot could have 
been fired while Tolsted was standing 
and that the other two must have been 
fired w hile he was lying on 
his back 
and the defendant stooping over him , 
for the reason that only one bullet took 
a direct course, striking him in the 
breast and passing straight through 
t’he body, and any of the shots would 
have probably proved fatal. 
Evidently 
there wan malice and revenge in the 
heart of W en ker. The evidence showed 
how he was seen coming from Tolsted’s 
shortly after two o ’clock by some boys 
bunting in 
a neighboring field, and 
when accosted by them he gave a hur­ 
ried look and! i astered on faster than 
before and reached Rochelle to seek 
protection 
from 
im aginary 
lynch­ 
ers. 
H e went to Rochelle because he 
was afraid of a mob; had it not been 
for this he would have gone back to 
tv o lo te I at Crestón *nd sneaked into 
his room and tried 
to prove an a li­ 
bi. 
Th e evidence 
shows 
that 
he 
went out to that farm-house fur the 
sole purpose of killin g Fred Tolsted. 


SATURDAY MORNINCI, 


This morning eclipsed the record in 
the enthusianism of the people to get 
into the Court House in time to secure 
seats and hear the final arguments in 
the case: at seven o’clock there being 
people at the doors asking for adm it­ 
tance. 


Brew ster did not show much fatigue 
after his four hour’s and a half talk of 
yesterday 
afternoon. 
He continued 
shortly after nine o’clock this morning. 
He took up M r. B eth ea’s opening state­ 
ment and showed that ho had notprov- 


j e da single promised proposition, while 
on the other hand the State had proved 
everything, without an exception. 
The D octor’s evidence was that Tol- 
sted’s face was burned 
with 
powder 
showing 
that defendant must have 
been stooping over him when the two 
last shots 
were fired. 
The position 
of the body when found indicated that 
Tolsted was not killed and fell where 
he was found, but was dragged 
there 
a nd left for the ho g s to mutilate 
a nd also when the corpse rolled over 
upo n being slig htly mo v ed, 
showing 
tha t it did no t fa ll in that position. 
The pro secuto r spoke of the self de 
fense theory as not good. 
He thought 
that 
the 
witnesses, 
W oodyatt and 
Ga rdner did not help the case. 
On a cco unt o f the illness o f a juro r 
the co urt 
a djo urned 
befo re elev en 
o ’clo ck this mo rning until 
half pa st o ne 
o 'clo ck this a fterno o n. 
Co urt co nv ened a t 
1:20 this afternoon, 
but Mr. Shippert o f Nachusa, the jur­ 
o r who wa s no t feeling weli this mo rn­ 
ing , wa s no better a nd una ble to hea r 
the ca se. 
Co urt a djo urned urtil 10 
o ’clo ck Mo nda y mo rning , 
when Brew­ 
ster will co ntinue his final a rg ument.

The third a nnua l report of the Sta te 
Board of Arbitra tion, which looks a ft­ 
er the complica tions a rising 
between 
employer and employe, ha s la tely been 
issued. 
Though the hoard is a compa ra tively 
new factor in this sla te, it has demon­ 
strated its va lue beyond a ny question, 
(.ra ve trouble.** between la rge corpora ­ 
tions and their employes ha ve been a d­ 
justed without the aid of force, which 
in itself is a long step towa rd an es­ 
tablished observa nce of the equity tha t 
should exist between employer and e m ­ 
ploye. 
Among the labor orga niza tions, the 
employment of a rbitra tion in the set­ 
tlement of disputes is ra pidly becoming 
recognized as the best way of settling 
the difficulties » arising 
from time to 
time. 
The labor unions of Chica go 
ha ve Ina ugura ted a system of volun­ 
tary arbitra tion, 
which relieves the 
board from any necessity of a djusting 
difficulties a rising there, 
This fact lias 
a {¡beneficial effect upon all 
unions 
throughout the state. 
The principal labor difficuly occur­ 
ring in 1 llinois during the pa st yea r 
was the grea t coal 
miners’ strike, 
which was ina ugura ted J uly 
1, and 
continued for several 
months 
T he 
strike affected a lmost the entire bitu­ 
minous coa l regions of the country. 
Though the board took cogniza nce of 
this ma tter and used its best efforts to 
bring a bout a settlement, it was unsuc­ 
cessful beca use of the extended scope 
of the strike, it being pra ctica lly na ­ 
tional. 
No local a rbitra tion could dea l 
effectively with the ma tter. 
The board settled ten strikes, involv­ 
ing some of the la rgest industria l in­ 
stitutions in the sta te and undoubtedly 
saved both employers and employes 
ma ny thousa nds of dollars, as well as 
preventing those a cts of violence which 
in the pa st ha ve been rega rded 
with 
solicitude and a nxiety by all thinking 
peo pie.

Of course we can take 
very few, aud unless a hoy has a very 
cheerless prospect in life we try to dis 
courage him, for after serving his ap­ 
prenticeship on a warship the youngso r 
can only become a seaman.

rise to become an officer, for the gov« rn 
ment gets its officers from the Nav d 
academy at Annapolis. 
“ If the hoys knew exactly what wa- 
beforo them, most of them wouldn’t I••• 
so anxious to enlist, for the life is a 
hard one, and unless a fellow is natural 
ly fond of tlm sea he soon tires of if. A 
good many of the hoys who come in 
here and want to enlist have run away 
from home. Wo can generally tell it l y 
their timid manner 
They often hung 
about for an hour or two before they 
muster courage enough to come in, and 
then they look about as though they ex 
pected to see their lathers after them. 
If we think that it will do them g sod, 
we get one of the men to talk to them 
and tell horrible yarns of the cat o’ nine 
tails and the cruel treatment they will 
receive on shipboard.
